THE POWER AND THE PASSION OF THE 


Soccer journalist Matthew Hall recently 
spoke to former Melbourne Knights 
super-striker Mark Viduka as he geared 
up for the biggest games of his life. The 
following interview with the V-Bomber 
appeared in the Sydney Morning Herald 
on Sunday, 18 November 2001. 


Matthew Hall: It seemed as though 
Australia didn't touch the ball for the first 
25 minutes against France last week. 
Were you worried? 


Mark Viduka: | was a little bit, actually. 
Me and Harry were looking at each other 
thinking, what is this? They were 
expected to have most of the possession. 
We caught them on the break a couple of 
times and in the end we had more 
chances. 


MH: Did you have a quiet game? 


MV: Yeah. | was disappointed in the way | 
played but that happens. | have ups and 
downs and | can't always be up. They 
were difficult conditions to play in. 


MH: Do you feel that if you don't score a 
goal people often don't realise that you 
have other roles to play? 


MV: A lot of the time | have to do a lot of 


work off the ball but my job is to score 
goals, Against France | had both [Marcel] 
Desailly and [Frank] Leboeuf marking me, 
it was a little bit difficult. It was just one of 
those days. 


MH: Both teams seemed to be up for it? 


MV: Well, those type of games are meant 
to be friendlies but there always turns out 
to be a little bit of aggression. It's part of 
the game. 


MH: There was a bit of biff before half- 
time. What was that about? 


MV: I'm not exactly sure. Kevin Muscat 
said that Robert Pires spat at him. Kevin 
was a bit upset about that. 


MH: Has the criticism of Muscat over the 
Christophe Dugarry tackle been over the 
top? 


MV: The tackle looked bad but it was 
made worse by the way Dugarry fell. 
Kevin has been a valuable asset for 
Australia over the past 10 years. He's 
captained the Young Socceroos and he's 
a leader. He's also a big contributor off 
the pitch. 


MH: Which French player did you swap 
shirts with? 


MV: Patrick Vieira. | know him through 
[Leeds teammate] Olivier Dacourt. After 
Leeds played Arsenal earlier in the 
season we-had a chat and he said that he 
was coming down. | told him that I'd show 
him a good night out in Melbourne but 
the French team left for the airport 
straight after the game. 


MH: Is there a big rivalry between players 
from different clubs? 


MV: No. When | was in Glasgow with 
Celtic | was friends with half of the 
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Rangers players. There's more rivalry 
and a long history between those two 
teams than between Leeds and Arsenal. 


MH: In 1997 Australia drew 0-0 with 
Brazil, which was claimed at the time to 
be our best result ever, Last week we 
were unlucky not to beat France, the 
current world and European champions, 
and no-one blinked. 


MV: That's good. We're taken more 
seriously these days and even the 
Australian public now expects a lot from 
us. | prefer that than everyone thinking 
we're no good. It means that the team 
has a winning mentality. Winning is a 
state of mind. Good teams always 
believe they're going to win, even when 
the chips are down. Previously, 
Australia was expected to lose and an 
honourable loss was acceptable. Now, 
we need to win. 


MH: Does it make a difference that, 
rather than being an import, Frank 
Farina is an Australian coach who has 
played for the national team? 


MV: Definitely. He understands what it's 
all about. Not so long ago he was there 
himself trying to qualify. It's the same 
with Graham Arnold, who was there in 
1997. Rather than it being just a job, it's 
a passion for those two. They want us to 
be the first national team since 1974 to 
qualify for the World Cup finals. It's the 
same for them as it is for the players and 
the fans. 


MH: Should Harry play up front 
alongside you or down the left side? 


MV: He can play anywhere but I'm used to 
him playing down the left. He's good at 
dropping back, getting the ball and 
running at players. That's when he's most 
dangerous. He can play both roles but | 
think he's more effective down the left. 


MH: Robert Pires told The Sun-Herald 


last week that Harry is better than David 
Beckham. What do you think? 


MV: | reckon he is as well. Don't get me 
wrong - David Beckham is a great player 
but he has a limited game. He's a good 
crosser and a good passer but he can't 
take players on. Harry is more complete, 


MH: Is there a feud between you and 
Harry? 


MV: I'll put that to bed. Not that Harry 
and | get into bed together. We've never 
been to bed together! There is no feud. 


MH: But you hardly ever seem to 
celebrate goals together. 


MV: Well, it depends where we are on 
the pitch. There's no feud at all. If 
anything, we're closer this season than 
last year. Just because we don't 
celebrate goals together doesn't mean 
we're having a feud. 


MH: Do we have to beat Uruguay on 
Tuesday to stand a chance of going 
through to the World Cup? 


MV: Not necessarily. It's over two legs. 
But it would be preferable if we win and 
they don't score any goals. 


MH: Do you know much about Uruguay? 


MV: Not really and that doesn't matter. 
Maybe it's better. If | start thinking that 
this guy is great and the other guy is 
good then it's distracting. We're all 
human beings. | know Paolo Montero 
and Alvaro Recoba and I'll leave it at 
that. | also don't like to predict things. 
It's dangerous. If | could predict things 
then | might go and bet on it. 


MH: There's a lot said about South 
American crowds. Can the MCG prove to 


be just as intimidating as some of their ' 


famous stadiums? 


MV: It's not about intimidating the other 
team. It's about the crowd enjoying the 
game. We're a different culture to 


people over there. It's more important 
that people enjoy the game and get 
behind us. 


MH: The public are hungry to see 
Australia play at home more often, Will 
that ever happen? 


MV: We're not going to be able to play at 
home as often as we like because there 
are just so many players overseas. It's 
very difficult to come back. 


Everybody saw the controversy over the 
France game. | think that there will be 
more games for us in Europe. When the 
Europeans have an_ international 
weekend we're all sitting there twiddling 
our thumbs. It would be good to play 
some European teams at that time. 


MH: How is life in camp? 


MV: A typical day sees us get up, eat 
breakfast, go to training, come back, 
have some lunch, have a rest, wake up, 
go to training, come back to the hotel, 
have dinner, go to sleep. We're basically 
machines. 


MH: Do you miss your partner, Ivana, 
when you're away? 


MV: Yeah, | do. 
MH: What about your dog, Tara? 


MV: Yeah. | just got another dog - a little 
Puppy called Max. Tara has won a few 
awards at dog shows like Crufts in 
England. Max is going to go in a few 
shows as well. They're both rottweilers 
but they're gentle giants. 


MH: You have a while to go before you 
finish your career but can you see 
yourself still involved in the game when 
you retire? 


MV: I'll probably be involved in soccer in 
some way but maybe not. | want to be a 
builder. | don't want to be a coach or an 
agent. | don't want complications like 


that. I'd rather hang out with the 
brickies. 


MH: Besides the Australians, who do 
you think are the best players in 
England? 


MV: Patrick Vieira is in there and so is 
David Beckham. I'd also say [Chelsea's] 
Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink. Nigel Martyn 
is the best goalkeeper. He's saved 
Leeds a lot of times. 


MH: And in Europe? 


MV: | like Zinedine Zidane [Real Madrid], 
Francesco Totti [Roma] and Luis Figo 
[Real Madrid]. Leeds played against Figo 
last year and he was unbelievable. 


MH: Who can stop Leeds winning the 
title this season? 


MV: I'd like to say nobody but there are 
a few teams up there: Arsenal, 
Liverpool, Manchester United. Man 
United aren't finished this season, not 
by a long way. | used to be a Man United 
fan when | was growing up but not any 
more. When | was little | used to have 
fights with my cousin, who was a 
Liverpool fan. | used to get so much 
rubbish from him during the 80s when 
Liverpool were a great side. Then 
Manchester United started winning and 
| finally got to give some back. Now that 
| play against them it's different. Now | 
want them to lose every week!
